The water company

wasting water, but so* far ha* not 
been compelled to cut

the 
supply at any home or building. 
Creek Is Low 
Although Marsh Creek I* lower 
than any time since 1*94, the 
water *upply at pre*ent Is purer 
than when heavy rain* swell the 
«tream with surface water. 
Sev­ 
eral test* are made daily of the 
filtered water, and so (ar no trace 
of bacteria ha* been discovered. 
At the same time, sample* of 
the water are sent daily to the 
company's chem ist, M. B. Litrh. 
Steelton, who today sent the fol­ 
lowing telegram to C. C. Bream, 
office manager here: 
“All 
tests of 
water sampled 
during 
the

months 
showed very satisfactory result* 
and water is safe for drinking 
without further treatm ent.”
